Was Husband of Sole Sur- 
vivor of Crawford 
Expedition 


NOMB, Alaska, May 17.—Black- 
jack, well-known Eskimo and form- 
er husband of Mrs. Ada Blackjack, 
the heroine and sole survivor of the 
ill-fated Crawford expedition § of 
1921 to Wrangell Island, died here 
Wednesday.

WANTED—more fishermen! 

Herbert Hoover has just made the 
statement that what the troubled public 
life of America needs most at this time 
is the angler's patient, cheerful and con- 
templative frame of mind. 

Into the swirling sea af political doubt, 
suspicion and accusatian now seething 
in Washington's official life the pictur- 
esque and potent Secretary of Commerce 
casts deftly this homely philosophy: 

“There are too few fishermen in public 
life 

fisherman must be of contempla- 
tive frame of mind, for it is a long 
time between bites. These interregnums 
emanate patience, reserve and calm re- 
flection—for no one can eatch fish in 
excitement, in anger or malice. 

“The fisherman is by nature possessed 
of faith, hope anc even optimism or he 
would not fish, for we are always going 
to have better luck in a few minutes o7 
tomorrow.” 


LL these qualities in public officials 

make for good government, this new 
philosopher of the stream contends, 
adding that in Washington this spirit 
does not always exist—in matters of fish 
and other questions. 

“The spiritual uplift of the good will, 
cheerfulness and optimism that accom. 
pany every fishing expedition is the 
peculiar spirit that our people need in 
these troublous times of suspicion and 
doubt, They all ough: to be sent fishing 
periodically.” 

Figuratively and literally, Secretary 
Hoover, an ardent disciple of Izaak Wal- 
ton, calls on men to drop their affairs 
and follow the simple philosophy of the 
rod, He extols the joys of outdoor life, 
its value in relaxation, its contribution 
to real and successful work. Coinci- 
dentally enough, his message joins forces 
with the recent one of President Cool- 
idge, who, in establishing the National 
Policy Committee on Out-of-Door Life, 
long desired by Theodore Roosevelt, 
gave voice to the belief that it is almost 
idle to emphasize the value of outdoor 
rocreational opportunities to the Nation 
The physical vigor, moral strength and 
clean simplicity of mind of the American 
people, he pointed out, could be immeas- 
urably furthered by properly developed 
opportunities for life in the open. He

Enter the kiss clock! 

If you must kiss, comes now the word 
of the savants, do so at night. Midnight 
is the safest hour for kisses. It’s less 
dangerous than any other time of the 
day. 

Husbands may now with all righteous- 
ness rush off after breakfast, omitting 
the first endearment of the day. For, ac- 
cording to a brand-new theory heiling 
from the world of medical research, the 
perils of osculation vary with the clock. 
The later the better, The earlier the 
worse. The good-morning kiss is the 
most dangerous of all! 

Germs, that bugaboo of osculation all 
down tbe year, is the reason science 
gives for the latest novel finding anent 
the how of the caress. These little kiss- 
killers have had hours to collect undis- 
turbed during the night. In the morning 
their potentialities for wransferring 
disease are the greatest of all. 

It is Dr. Donald B, Armstrong, noted 
medical man of life insurance circles, 
who now gives out to the world the the- 
ory that the danger of exchanging ca- 
resses varies considerably with the time 
of the day. Scientists have frequently 
put forth warnings about the perils that 
lurk in a kiss. All sorts of diseases, 
naturally including those of the heart, 
have been traced to the effect of one of 
these movted endearments, Some rad- 
ical physicians have even gone to the 
length of founding anti-osculation soci- 
eties. But Dr. Armstrong, who is as- 
sistant secretary of the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company, is the first 
man on reeord to admit the hazards of 
the kiss and at the same time lighten 
the blow by pointing out how it may be 
comparatively harmlessly administered. 

“Kissing is so dangerous,” states Dr, 
Armstrong, “that it has been classed as 
an extra-hazardous occupation. 

“A study of osculation, however,” he 
continues, “discloses the fact that it is 
less dangerous to kiss in the afternoon 
or the evening than in the morning. 
The morning kiss, therefore, is to be 
avoided, but perhaps the afternoon kiss 
may not do so much harm.”

These are the latest thoughts on the 
kiss problem. Sending them broadcast, 
Dr. Armstrong has once more precipi- 
tated that years-old discussion which 
every so often rises up to wag an ad- 
monitory finger at the reigning younger 
generatign. Once more the to-kiss-or- 
not-to-kiss debate is in full sawing, Doc- 
tors and various health officials are 
spiritedly dividing for and against an 
institution some folks like to believe is 
an old as time, 

Dr. Frank J. Monaghan, City Health 
Commissioner of New York, agrees with 
Dr, Armstrong that promiscuous oscula- 
tion is a means of transferring disease, 
but-insists that under certain conditions 
kissing is a benefit to the health. Un- 
like Dr. Armstrong, however, he does not 
pick out the clock as a barometer of how 
to tell when kissing may be most safely 
practiced, Here's another novel answer 
te this when-it's-best-to-kiss riddle. New 
York's City Health Commissioner (and 
he ought to know!) believes the safety 
of a caress is determined on whether 
you're kissing the right person. If 
you're sure, opines he, then go ahead 
For caresses exchanged with one’s true 
love are positively good and not bad for 
the health—even if the sun is shining!

fone epochs it must often have passed 
close enough to other stars to suffer 
More or less disturbance of its own flam- 
ing atmosphere, 

“Even in so short a period as a few 
thousand years the relative positions of 
the so-called ‘fixed’ stars change appre- 
ciably. In the course of geologic history 
the whole aspect of the heavens has ut- 
terly changed time and time again. With 
80 many huge, brilliant and rapid stars, 
it seems inevitable that our sun should 
now and then come near enough to some 
of them to be importantly influenced. 

“Stars that are now hundreds cf light- 
years away may once have been near 
neighbors of our sun, Sometimes our 
solar system may have pursued a course 
far from other stars, and almost un- 
disturbed by outside influences, At such 
times the earth may have enjoyed a 
mild climate, with little change from 
summer to winter or from latitude to 
latitude. Later on our solar luminary, 
with its attendant planets, may have 
been borne into a cosmic region where it 
passed near to a group of giant stars— 
enormous, flaming, gaseous bodies, hun- 
dreds or thousands of times its own size, 
What might not happen then? 

“The presumable effect would be great 
disturbances of the sun’s atmosphere, 
with consequent cooling of the earth—a 
cooling which, continuing for a very long 
period, might very well produce an Age 
of Ice.” 

Supposing that Prof. Huntington's .he- 
ory is correct, it all depends upon the 
stars. Whither is our sun traveling, 
at a speed twenty-four times that of a 
rifle bullet? Nobody knows. Where 
shall we arrive a thousand or a million 
years from now? It is impossible to 
guess. Apparently our sun is moving in 
a straight line, but maybe it is only 
part of a vast curve. The more one 
speculates on suck matters, tho more 
hopelessly one is lost in a maze of con- 
jecture. 

It seems as if the coming of another 
Ice Age must mean a severe refrigera- 
tion of the earth’s atmosphere, but really 
it does not. Prof. W. J. Huniphreys, fa- 
mous physicist of the United States 
Weather Bureau, says that a lowering 
of 10 degrees of average temperature 
throughout the year would bring another 
glacial epoch, With that diminution of 
temperature, there would not be enough 
warmth in summer to melt the winter's 
snows, Which would thus accumulate 
until all of our Northern States would be 
covered by a sheet of snow and ice thou.

He has no secret service men to follow and pro- 
tect him, as we always have for functionaries 
in this country.

“What do you mean?’ he asked, ‘Why 
should 1 have anyone to protect me? I have 
two hands and two eyes and two legs.’ He has 


tremendous physical courage. 

“You see, as 1 know him he is perfectly simple 
and human, Alfonso was born to rule Spain, 
and he thinks of the whole country just as his 
family. He has an affection for his people and 
he works for them, His connection with the 
people is a much closer one than the connection 
of our people with officialdom in this country, 
He is king, but he goes about with less ostenta- 
tion than one of our mayors. You take off your 
hat when you see the king, but he takes off his 
hat to you, too, It is the custom in Spain for 
men to take off tireir hats to each other, There 
is no great bowing and scraping, no carpets put 
down on the road for the carriages to drive over, 
and that sort of thing. 

“Jt is quite unfair to Spain to talk of a 
change in government such as they had there 
last fall as a revolution. It is more comparable 
to an election over bere. It is simply a change 
of ministers. ‘Mhe power of the king remains, 
He is immensely popular. No party would stand 
a chance for a minute if it were against the 
king.

"Annunzio as Priest of Beauty 


Having Squandered the Great 
Tragedienne’s Fortune, the 
Prince - Poet Cast Her Off 
—Made Her Feel Old— 


Vivisected Her in a Novel. 


N Italy, Gabrielo D’Annunzio bas been made 
| a prince. In America, they have put the body 

of Eleonora Duso on a liner bound for bone, 
Dverything she bad—name, youth and fortuno— 
the great tragedienne sacrificed for him, only 
to have her innermost secrets artistically vivi- 
sected in his novel, “The Flame of Life.” 


Life, as they say, stages unexplainable con 
trasts, 

D’Annunzio, it Is reported, will kill himself 
when the liner docks with the body of the woman 
whose suffering, endured because of  hiin, 
brought her unenvied renown as a lady of sor 
rows. But announcements of the prince-poet's 
approaching self-destruction have appeared 
before, 


Duse, as a matter of fact, never grew bitter 
towards D’Annunzio, Even on the last tragic 
tour of America to retrieve her diminished for- 
tune, she emphasized that. “I have no bitter 
ness towards him now. Love is worth its price,” 
she told Prosper Buranelli, who reports his 
interview in the New York World, Magazine. 
“There is regret for the pasting, but no regret 
for the love. It is over, but the memories are 
left. Gabriele D'Annunzia and I are still united 
in the bonds of the spirit. To me he is still 
the sublime master, the flame of talent, the 
priest of beauty.” 

That is how she regarded him even a few 
days before her death, the homage of dhe creator 
toward the thing created. For it was the 
enamored and worshipful Duse who. carried 
D’'Annunzio to the greatest height of his glory. 

When she met him she was in her mature 
years, at the height of her reputation. Kor 
twenty years she had been famous as—a trage- 
dienne. Only Sarah Bernhardt disputed with 
her the crown of supreme’ eminence in the 
theatre. D’Annunzio had from his carsiest years 
been a poet and novelist of precocious reputa- 
tion. But he had never written plays, It was 
Duse who turned his mind to dramatic writing. 
She staged his works with everything Iavish 
that could make them successful. She acted in 
them herself, She backed them with the large 
fortune she had earned, even when they gained 
no favor with the public. She even acted popu- 
lar things in her repertoire to make more money 
to devote to the plays of her lover. 


Supreme Stroke of Cruelty 

UT even at the height of her devotion, he 

began to inflict upon her those supreme 
strokes of cruelty which afterwards raised the 
talk of the world. Persistently unfaithful to 
her,.he paraded the fact. 

About the most ruthless form of blackmail 
was his notorious novel, “The Flame of Life.” 
lt came as a surprise to Duse, He did not show 
her the manuscript until it was done. Here she 
gazed upon their mutual love dissected with the 
coldest of scalpels. Intimate confessions of her 
past life were embodied without consideration 
or scruple. 

“Will you publish this?” she asked, sadly. 

“Yes,” 

“Why will you do such a thing?” 

“I need the money.” 

“How much can you get for this 
and how much do you need?” 

“Ten thousand lire,” 

She got 10,000 lire for him and kept the 
manuscript. D’Annunzio spent the money, and 
then again upon him came the crazy need for 
cash. He had kept a copy of the mnauscript he 
had given to Duse. This copy be took to a pub- 
lisher and sold it, 

Duse vowed she would kill D’'Annunzio, But 
soon sbe was with him again, and the pit ef 
doom wag before her, 

Even a more Gendish form of cruelty he had 
in store. “It was that he made her feel old,” 
says Alice Nielsen, tire celebrated prima cunna, 
who played in the same theatre and lived for a 
while at the same villa with Duse and D’Anuun- 
zio at this time.
